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Colson sentenced to year 
for obstructing justice 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Charles 
W 
Colson, 
President 
Nixons 
former 
special 
counsel, 
was 
sentenced to a minimum of one year 
in prison and fined $5,000 today for 
obstruction of justice in the Ellsberg 
break in case. 
Colson told U.S. District Judge 
Gerhard A. Gesell that on the 
repeated urgings of the President, 
he had attempted to defame Daniel 
Ellsberg and destroy his credibility 
before Ellsberg’s trial for making 
public the secret Pentagon Papers 
on origins and 
conduct of the 
Vietnam war 
Colson’s counsel and law partner, 
David 
I. 
Shapiro, 
called 
a 
presentence 
probation 
report 
recommending a jail sentence for 
Colson 
“ the 
most 
pernicious, 
deliberate leaks” by government 
bodies and officials. 
“ You’re barking up the wrong 
tree, Mr Shapiro,” Gesell replied to 
Shapiro. “ The public expectation 
has nothing to do with what I'm 
about to do. You’re beating a dead 
horse.” 
Gesell 
turned 
down 
Shapiro’s 
impassioned plea to spare the 42- 
year-old 
Colson 
from 
going 
to 
prison Colson will surrender July 8 
at a federal prison yet to be 
designated. 
He will serve at least one year and 
not more than three years under 
Gesell’s sentence. 
Before the sentencing, Colson also 
made a long plea to the court, 
including this statement: “ As to the 
specific charges, the President on 
numerous occasions urged me to 
disseminate damaging information 
about Daniel Ellsberg, including in­ 
formation about Ellsberg’s attorney 
and others with whom Ellsberg had 
been in close contact ’ ’ 
In pleading guilty June 3, Colson 
a d m i t t e d 
“ d e v i s i n g 
and 
implementing a scheme to defame 
and destroy the public image and 
credibility” of Ellsberg. He could 
have received up to five years’ 
imprisonment. 
Colson had said he decided to 
plead guilty as a result of his 
conversion to Christianity. 
Outside the courtroom after his 
s ent enci ng 
t o da y, 
Colson, 
sometimes known as White House 
political hatchet man during his 
days in the administration, was still 
wearing a presidential tie clasp with 
Nixon’s signature etched on it. 
He told newsmen he felt people 
did not understand why he had 
pleaded guilty and said: 
“ I did it because in my own heart I 
felt perhaps I could help protect 
other 
defendants 
against 
their 
individual rights being abused when 
they are defendants in trials: And 
what’s going on in this country now 
in terms of interfering with a 
defendant’s right to a fair trial has 
got to be stopped 
“ If my plea and my sentence will 
serve as a symbol that will stop it 
and stop people’s individual rights 
being abused, I hope it will have 
served a worthy cause.” 
He added: “ I have committed my 
life to Jesus Christ. I can work for 


the Lord in prison or out of prison. 
That’s how I want to spend my life. 
And what happened today is the 
Lord’s will and the court’s will, and 
I, of course, accept that fully.” 
Sen 
Harold E Hughes, DIowa, 
and other members of Colson’s 
prayer group sat in the front row of 
the courtroom with heads bowed as 
Colson 
read 
his 
pre-sentence 
statement saying: 
“ I had one rule: to get done what 
the President wanted done now I 


never really questioned whether it 
was right or wrong ” 
In exchange for Colsen s guilty 
plea and a pledge of cooperation in 
future trials, Watergate Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski agreed to 
drop conspiracy charges against 
him in the 1971 break-in of the office 
of the Ellsberg’s psychiatrist as 
well 
as 
other 
charges 
in 
the 
Watergate cover-up case. 
After being sentenced by Gesell, 
Colson’s 
wife, 
Patricia, 
went 


forward 
and 
she 
and 
Colson 
embraced for long moments. The 
courtroom had filled 35 minutes in 
advance 
of 
the 
40-minute 
proceeding 


Colson, who once said he would 
walk over his grandmother to get 
President Nixon re-elected, told the 
court that he had been pictured as 
“ arrogant, self-assured and in the 
pursuit of power." He said that was 
not an accurate characterization.

School trustees are constantly 
reminded that the district has a 
monthly payroll of almost a million 
dollars. How could they forget it 
when it comes near the head of each 
school board meeting agenda that 
falls 
about 
every 
two 
weeks 
throughout the year 
Second only to that reality is a list 
of warrants that regularly runs into 
the thousands of dollars. 
The salaries, the warrants, and 
budgeted items that are procured by 
means of competitive bidding are all 
part of the nuts and bolts that keep 
the educational process going 
Big hunks of space on the budget 
are taken up by clearly defined 
expenses. A reading of some of 
these figures as set forth by Joseph 
Carlin, district business manager 
tells the story. 
Carlin estimates 
it 
will 
take 
$392,721 
for 
“ adm inistration” 
during the year, up about $35,000 
over the estimated figure for the 
current year and up about $70,000 
over the actual cost for the 1972-73 
year. The amounts include salaries 
for both certificated and classified 
personnel, plus “ other expenses of 
administration.” 
For those who wonder about a 
b rea kd o wn 
of 
money 
f or 
instructional purposes as opposed 
to, say, money for sweeping the 
floor, Carlin’s resume shows $10.358 
million 
for 
direct 
or 
indirect 
instructional purposes. Teachers — 
and this is happening more and 
more — would argue that teacher 
salaries would use $7,800 million of 
that total and that it ought to be 
made clear that the balance of more 
than $2.5 million goes for factors 


other 
than 
direct 
classroom 
instruction by teachers. 
Health services districtwide will 
cost $134,998 up about $20,000 over 
the current year; the operation of 
the district’s 18 facilities will cost 
$1,220 million up $80,000; and it will 
take another $595,305 to maintain 
those facilities, a figure that is 
virtually the same as the current 
year. 
Transportation will cost $349,1%, 
up about $50,000 over the current 
year; 
community 
services 
are 
estimated to cost $72,630, the same 
as the present; capital outlay is set 
at $177,109, up about $60,000 from the 
present year. The latter amount 
includes 
improvement 
of 
sites, 
buildings, 
books 
and 
“ other 
equipment." 
One of the tough, housekeeping 
type 
of expenses that has to be 
taken care of are the fixed charges 
amounting to $1,412 million up 
nearly $400,000 over the estimated 
for this year, and about $600,000 
above the actual figure for 1972-73 


year. Included are sums for annuity 
fund, public employes retirement, 
old age and survivors insurance; 
and unemployment insurance for 
classified employes. 
Random figures taken from the 
budget show $72,667 set aside for 
water; 
$63,066 for natural gas, 
mainly for heating; $45,000 for 
telephone 
expense; 
$17,464 
for 
sewer charges; 
and $11,506 for 
refuse collection expense. There is 
also a figure of $38,240 for laundry 
and dry cleaning. Custodial supplies 
will cost $34,283 during the year; 
and 
gardening 
supplies another 
$13,450 
Inflation is a factor in most of the 
figures. 
A recap of the sources for all this 
money shows 63.9 per cent coming 
from the state because the local 
district is designated needy; 18.1 per 
cent from the federal government 
(mainly P.L. 874 impacted aid 
monies); 16.2 per cent from local 
property taxes; and the balance of 
1.8 per cent from county sources. 


Cost of living jumps again 
to 1.1 per cent during May 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - With 
food prices turning up again, the 
cost of living to Americans rose by 
1.1 per cent in May, the government 
reported today. 
The Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said food prices 
turned up 0.7 per cent in May after a 
decline of 0.3 per cent in April. In 
addition, 
price 
increases 
were 
recorded in a wide range of other 
consumer 
goods 
and 
services, 
including used cars, apparel, gasol­ 
ine and housekeeping services. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables led 
the upswing in food prices as the 
Consumer Price Index rose to 145.6. 
This meant that prices were 10.7 per 
cent higher in May than May, 1973, 
and that it cost $14.56 to buy the 
same goods and services that could 
be obtained for $10 about seven 
years ago. 
Prices for commodities other than 


food increased 1.6 per cent in May 
compared to a 1.3 per cent rise in 
April. 
Prices at grocery stores usually 
turn down in May but they rose last 
month for most items except meats, 
poultry and eggs. Those continued to 
decline. Some producers in all three 
categories have said that they face 
financial disaster if prices do not 
turn upward soon. 
Fresh vegetable prices zoomed 
upward in May by 19 per cent, much 
more than normal. 
Meat, poultry and fish prices 
declined 3.5 per cent from April. 
But used cars increased 10.1 per 
cent, and new car prices also went 
up, whereas they usually decline in 
May. Clothing prices also increased 
more than usual for May. Gasoline 
and motor oil continued to rise but 
at a lesser rate than earlier this 
year. 


Current economy makes 
Harvey's job difficult

Harvey Cargill is one man 
who really feels the pinch of 
higher costs these days 
Cargill is the purchasing 
agent 
for 
the 
city 
of 
Lompoc. 
All 
purchases 
made by the city are made 
through 
him . 
Such 
purchases 
include 
mousetraps, 
refuse 
bins, 
traffic 
selector 
loops, 
stationery, 
transformers, 
wires, 
bolts 
and 
water 
meters. 
And as Harvey can tell 
you, the prices of all of the 
products are going up One 
certain kind of copper wire, 
says Cargill, has gone from 
$969 
to 
$2,500 per 
one 
thousand feet. 
Cargill, who has been the 
purchasing agent for the 
city since Feb I, buys over 
$90.000 worth of products for 
the city each month. 
This does not include the 
street, electrical or water 
projects which often exceed 
$200,000 
Harvey spends about five 
hours of each day on the 
telephone trying to reach 
companies that have the 
necessary products for the 
city. In one day he may call 
Jerico, N.Y., Berkeley, Los 
Angeles, Santa Maria, San 
Francisco and Santa Ana 
If a special product is 
needed for one of the city's 
construction 
projects, 
Cargill 
will 
send 
out 
invitations for bids to about 
20 firms across the country 
After about two weeks the 
bids will be closed and 
examined to find the lowest 
one When Cargill does find 
the lowest bidder he checks 
with the utility department 
so 
that 
the 
company’s 
product 
fits 
all 
of the 
specifications for the job. 
Cargill then contacts the 
firm and tells them that its 
bid has been accepted. But 
that’s usually where the 
trouble starts. 
A bidder may say that the 
product is subject to prior 
sale. This means that if the 
company can sell the item 
before, it will. 
That’s why it is important 
for Cargill to get the red 
tape done immediately. If 
not, the city may end up 
without a transformer or 
whatever. 
The other possibility that 
may arise is that the selling 
company will say that the 
price will be that which is in 
effect at the time of the 
shipment. 
With delays the way they 
are 
now, 
that 
can 
be 
anywhere from a six month 
to a year and a half wait. 
And you can be sure that 
the price is steadily rising 
all the time. 
In a report Cargill made 
to City Administrator Gene

year, the purchasing agent 
outlined the increase in 
prices for a five month 
period 
In

Cargill says that one kind

every 
kind 
of 
product. One kind of pipe 
went up 20 per cent in price. 
Previously there was no 
waiting period. Now it is 28 
to 30 weeks. 
A certain kind of bolt has , 
increased 41 per cent in 
price. Its delay period went 
from three weeks to six 
months. Cargill says that 
the April prices are already 
outdated. 
Cargill delights in telling 
a story about a purchaser 
who wanted a safe He went 
to a seller and wanted some 
price quotes. The seller said 
the only prices he could 
quote were from an old 
book. 
The 
purchaser 
immediately 
thought the 
seller was trying to pull a 
fast 
one 
on 
him. 
The 
purchaser finally got the 
seller to quote an old price. 
The purchaser liked the 
price and told him to call 
the supplier in Los Angeles. 
The man in Los Angeles said 
the price of the safe had 
increased and he didn’t have 
a safe on hand anyway. 
The 
purchaser 
was 
starting to get upset. But he 
needed the safe. The safe 
was finally found in New 
Jersey. But after another 
wait to some weeks the 
price had gone up again. 


And then there was the 
matter of shipping costs. As 
it turned out the price of the 
safe had doubled from the 
quote in the old book and the 
disgusted purchaser refused 
to buy the safe when he 
finally got it.

But 
Cargill doesn’t have any 
solution of his own. 
“ 1 wish 1 knew what to do 
about it.

Cargill says that it used to 
be that when a purchasing 
agent bought a product he 
could buy a year’s supply, 
use three months of it 
immediately and then have 
the 
seller 
store 
the 
remaining nine months of 
supply. 
Cargill says that if he 
were to do that today a 
seller would tell him to drop 
dead. 
' The purchasing agent sees 
a definite problem in what 
the purchaser wants and 
what the seller wants to 
give. 
The 
purchaser, 
according to Cargill, needs 
more of a product these 
days because the delays are 
longer. 
The seller, on the other 
hand, 
doesn’t 
want 
to 
stockpile his product for 
fear that the price of it 
might go down. That would 
mean a lower profit for the 
seller. 
The outlook for the next 
fiscal year doesn’t look 
good, says Cargill, either 
for sellers or buyers. 
‘‘It’s a seller’s market. 
But they are in as bad shape 
as we are,” says Cargill.

Spokesmen for a number of 
Los 
Angeles 
food 
store 
chains 
said 
market 
conditions 
have 
allowed 
price cuts of 5-10 cents per 
pound on economy grades of 
meat such as ground beef, 
chuck and stew meat but 
conditions were flexible. 


Bill Newby, a spokesman 
for Jewel Food Stores in 
Chicago, said the chain has

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Forty years ago, Cortez 
Peters, a black who was the 
world’s 
fastest 
typist, 
decided 
to 
teach 
other 
Negroes the skills needed in 
government and business. 
Today, 
with 
black 
businesses 
beginning 
to 
flourish his son is struggling 
to keep the school alive. 
The Cortez W 
Peters 
Business School has issued 
about 
30,000 
two-year 
business 
certificates 
to 
blacks, many of whom were 
able, as a result, to obtain 
jobs 
in 
the 
federal 
government or go on to 
college. 
It had been a profitable 
private 
enterprise 
for 
Peters who started it in 1934 
“ long before anyone started 
talking 
about 
black 
capitalism,” his son said 
Cortez 
Peters 
was 
the 
world’s 
champion 
typist 
and, according to his son, 
set a record that has never 
been topped, 
typing 
149 
words per minute for an 
hour 
on 
a 
manual 
typewriter. 
He demonstrated his skill 
on television variety shows 
in the late 1940s and early 
1950s, 
and 
the 
U.S. 
Information Agency made a 
movie about him in 1962. He 
died in 1964. 
The school prospered until 
1968 when the riot that 
followed the assassination 
of Dr. Martin Luther King 
devastated its neighborhood 
and 
the 
student 
body 
dropped to about a third of 
its normal 500. 
“ We 
suffered 
catastrophic 
financial 
losses,” said Cortez Peters, 
Jr., 48, who succeeded his 
father. Like his father, he is 
also 
a 
speedy 
typist, 
estimating he can type up to 
220 words a minute on an 
electric typewriter. 
“ The problem is I can’t 
get anyone else to type for 
me.

Divided Germany, as politely as a 
host can, turned its attention from 
the other 14 competing nations to the 
potentially bitter contest which 
brings Communist East Germany 
and non-communist West face-to- 
face in an international football 
match for the first time Saturday 
Police said security would be 
tough. Thousands of detectives and 
uniformed officers were ordered on 
duty for the match at the 60,000- 
capacity Volkspark Stadium, raised 
on ruins of World War II 
Special 
patrols stood by for 
political demonstrations and the 
possibility activists would choose 
the opportunity to cause the first 
violent disruption of the soccer 
contest. 
The anarchist urban guerrilla 
Baader-Meinhof 
group 
has 
threatened rocket attacks on the 
Hamburg stadium and police were 
making 
special 
checks 
of 
surrounding areas. 
Officials gave permission to 3,000 
East German fans to travel to 
Hamburg for the game. The rest of 
the crowd were likely to be West 
German fans rooting for a team 
which is favorite to win the Cup, but 
which has not found favor with home 
fans for its performances to date. 


Three crises have hit the West 
Germans in the last two days; 
—Captain Franz Beckenbauer was 
called on the carpet for spitting and 
gesturing at spectators booing his 
side’s 3-0 victory over Australia. He 
agreed it was wrong, but said he was 
provoked 
— The team complained security

“ driving uscrazy.’ 
—There were also complaints that

West Germany is already through 
to the second final round and the 
main battle is for second place 
between East Germany and Chile.

"In your prime,’ he ex­ 
plainer], “to develop you've 
got to get the live-set experi­ 
ence and the reputation of 
winning in Italy and France 
and the rest 
The Rocket believes team 
tennis should have started 
later, say in August, not to 
hurt the regular summer cir­ 
cuit, “ I’m very adamant, he 
says, “about tournament ten­ 
nis being the major role in 
the sport Team tennis came

To Brian Gottfried, one of 
the finest young players in 
the world, the team concept 
was mimical to his own prog­ 
ress. “Traveling to Europe 
this summer,” he says, “and 
playing under different con- 
dit ions can help me more as a 
tennis player.

Every point is more im­ 
portant. The noise is great. It 
stimulates me. I play better.” 
Fred McMillan, a two- 


fisted swinger for the Golden 
Gaters and one of the great 
doubles players in the world, 
sees the WTT as a boon for 
his specialty. 
“ By the birth of the format, 
it gave recognition to dou­ 
bles,” he says. “ My trouble 
with team tennis is that it's 
geared to speed and abbrevi­ 
ated play. I found myself 
rushing too much. They en­ 
courage too much noise. In a 
way, it offends those people 
not used to it. Let it take its 
own course.” 
The course of the WTT is 
still essentially experimental. 
A recent design change 
devotes three of the five sets 
nightly to doubles and only 
two to singles, which limits 
the center stage activity of 
such saleable stars as 
Newcombe, Okker and Billie 
Jean King. It’s almost ver- 
boten, but one of the real 
problems of the WTT is the 
equal opportunity afforded 
women because they’re the 
weak sisters in the mixed 
doubles, diluting the com­ 
petitive aspect, and when you 
get past Billie Jean they’re 
not much of a drawing card. 
All this has given the top 
players not yet lured into the 
WTT an introspective pause.

Shockley, whose ideas grate on 
fashionable sensibilities, and the 
academic community makes a fool 
of itself by its own standards. 
Meanwhile, the same community 
that deplores Dr. 
Shockley, 
who 
is 
merely an inventive 
dilettante 
playing 
chess with genetics, 
listens with great 
respect to Dr. B.F. 
Skinner who, if his 
notions about the, 
nature of man were 
e v e r 
b e lie v e d , 
would 
make 
Dr. 
Shockley 
the Mr. 
Nice-Guy 
of 
the 
academic season. 
I do not suggest that Dr. Shockely 
is harmless. He is in two senses 
harmless. He is in two senses 
harmful. First, he is a live carrier 
of scientific hubris. Second, his 
palaver 
encourages 
an 
Archie 
Bunkerite racial invidiousness. The 
same data that can cause Bunker to 
glow 
with

Jensen, Negroes tend to score a few 
points behind whites, has led to 
Shockley’s doctrine of “dysgenics." 
D ysgenics, 
he 
explains, 
is 
“ retrogressive evolution through 
the disproportionate reproduction of 
the genetically disadvantaged.” 
Spread out, this says: a) poor 
people have more children than non- 
poor people; b) there are fewer 
bright people among poor people 
than 
among 
non-poor 
people, 
therefore c) the state should try to 
persuade poor non-bright people to 
have fewer children. Persuade? 
Exactly: Shockley proposes cash 
i n c e n t i v e s 
for 
v o l u n t a r y 
sterilization. One thousand bucks 


for each I.Q. point below 100 if you 
will submit to sterilization. 
What’s wrong with that? 
It is hard to begin any discussion 
with rationalists, because there are 
no reciprocating gears. One might 
point out that in fact Mr. & Mrs. 
Lincoln didn’t beget any Lincolns, 
whereas Mr. & Mrs. Carver begat 
George Washington. Or one might 
point 
out 
that 
the 
economic 
movement of the past decade among 
Negroes towards economic self- 
sufficiency is more marked than 
among whites. Or that, on the 
whole, bright people have caused 
the world a lot more trouble than 
dumb people. Or that the techniques 
of 
birth 
control 
are 
rapidly 
becoming known even among the 
ignorant, and still surer techniques 
are on the verge of discovery. And 
soon. 
But meanwhile, how would the 
country look if everyone had the I.Q. 
of, say, a Yale student? Or a Yale 
President? It is by such as them that 
the 
distinctions 
are 
reguarly 
blurred: Shockley, who should be 
condescended to, is shouted down, 
and his hosts are likened to the mob. 
Skinner, who should be feared as the 
dominant contemporary spirit in the 
movement to dehumanize man, is 
received fawningly. Poor Shockley. 
He would probably to treated more 
sensibly and with more dignity by 
illiterate blacks in the Alabama 
country side, who in their own way 
have tamed George Wallace.

city 
maintenance 
supervisor, a friend 
we have known over 
our many years in 
Lompoc 
Grossi says things are going to 
change. He did not refute the fact 
that there have been many incidents 
where more than one person has 
been used to attack the little tree to 
snip a leaf here and there. He did not 
refute, also, the fact that tree 
trimming concentration has been 
mostly in the downtown area. 
But, he says, things are going to 
change. 
Grossi has now been put in overall 
charge 
of 
the 
tree 
trimming 
program in the city. His new 
responsibilities start July 1. 
Grossi says his first act will be the 
setting up of a firm schedule for 
trimming trees throughout the city 
on a regular basis. This has not been 
done in the past. It has been mostly 
a hit and miss operation, responding 
to 
individual 
citizen calls 
and 
mainly 
a 
concentration 
in 
the 
business district. Grossi hopes that 
the tTee trimming will be done fairly 
on a uniform basis for everyone. 
It was Grossi who instituted a 


schedule for street maintenance in 
the community that has worked He 
will apply this expertise to the 
trimming responsibilities 


Grossi is also concerned with a 
spraying program for trees and has 
been in contact with universities 
regarding the use of different sprays 
for different varieties. There are 
problems 
in 
this 
regard. 
For 
example, some city tree varieties 
feature a small plum. Children eat 
them. Even some housewives make 
pies 
from 
them, 
according 
to 
Grossi. 
This 
particular 
species 
really is a loveable home for aphids 
and they should be sprayed But, 
sprays can be dangerous and finding 
one that will allow the enjoyment of 
the fruit is one of the tasks facing 
Grossi. 


Grossi also said that when he 
takes over, he doesn’t expect to see 
two men trimming any tree less 


than eight feet tall The bigger ones, 
of course, need a couple of men

Some of the weird ideas about law 
enforcement are rising again as a 
result of the failure to restore the 
California highway speed limits to 
their status prior to the gasoline 
shortage. 
There is a coterie of people, in and 
out of law enforcement, who have 
always believed the prime objective 
of 
traffic 
laws 
is 
to 
create 
opportunities to hand out citations. 
This ignores the axiom that laws 
which do not have popular support 
are bad laws. They make the jobs of 
those charged with enforcing the 
law difficult if not impossible. For 
they breed disrespect for the law 
and for those enforcing it. Worse, 
that disrespect then starts seeping 
out 
to 
all 
laws 
and 
all 
law 
enforcement. 
Initially, a large segment of the 
motoring public was willing to put 
up with reduced highway speeds 
when the gasoline shortage was a 
reality. With the disappearance of 
that shortage the majority now see 
it as a bad law. 
Some, however, are of the view, 
too early to be substantiated by 
concrete facts, that the reduced 
speed law is resulting in fewer 
accidents. 
These people are incensed at the 
fact that many travelers have now 
reverted, the law notwithstanding, 
to faster highway speeds. 
They have picked up the chant for 
unmarked patrol cars, radar and 
other 
police 
state 
methods 
of 
apprehending violators. 
There is little doubt that the use of 
unmarked cars and other sneaky 
police tactics would bring about 
a higher arrest record. And, if the 
goal is to have everyone in jail by 
Christmas, that probably is the best 
way to go about it. Don’t have any 
uniformed police. Make them all 
secret police. 


B ut 
H i g h w a y 
P a t r o l 
Commissioner Walter Pudinski, an 
experienced 
law 
enforcement 
official, views his responsibilities in 
a different light. He believes his 
basic job is to make the highways as 
safe as possible not that of seeing 
how many tickets his men can write. 


He believes the greatest deterrent 
to motoring violations is a high 
visibility of the patrol cars. His 
theory 
is that no 
motorist 
is 
deliberately going to violate a 
traffic law in the visible presence of 
a traffic officer. To that end he is 
working on a program to make the 
cars more visible than they now are. 
He is installing the red lights, sirens 
and 
other 
recognizable 
police 
equipment on top of the cars so that 
they 
can 
be 
seen 
at 
greater 
distances. 


As Pudinsky knows, there aren’t 
now and never will be enough traffic 
officers 
to 
catch 
every 
single 
violator. By hiding behind billboards 
only the guy that is caught is 
deterred. Being out in the open and 
highly 
visible 
motivates 
large 
numbers to observe the laws. 


Besides, to Pudinski, as to most 
Americans, the very idea of secret 
police is abhorrent. The whole tenor 
of the times is now more against it 
than ever as witness the ever 
increasing 
restrictions 
against 
unlawful searches, wire tapping and 
other gastapo tactics. 
If there was any merit at all to 
unmarked police cars, why limit it 
to traffic enforcement? Certainly 
there are law violations far more 
serious than speeding occurring all 
over the country. Why have any 
uninformed police? The answer, 
aside from philosophy, is the police 
are safer in uniform and the public 
is hetter Drotected.
